The text 
begins with “Hore Sancte Crucis,” followed by “‘ Missa de Beata 
Virgine Maria” and “ Hore B.V. M.’; then come the “Vigilie 
Mortuorum,” Seven Penitential Psalms, Litany and Commemoration 
of Saints, Canticles, etc. The miniatures are very superior, all the 
same size (44 by 3% in.) semi-arched, with good groupings and eccle- 
siastical and civil costumes. ‘The subjects of the miniatures are as

Nicholas, Margaret and dragon, Coronation of the Virgin (by angels, 
in a landscape), Visitation, The Shepherds (within a peculiar border 
of birds, thunderbolts, etc.), Nativity, Presentation in the Temple, 
Flight into Egypt (a small square miniature of the Massacre of an 
Infant in margin), Coronation of the Virgin by the Deity, David 
Praying, Pentecost (fine).

before the High Priest, Christ before Pilate, Scourging of Christ, 
Christ crowned with Thorns, Christ bearing the Cross, The Cruci- 
fixion, Taking down from the Cross, Entombment, Coronation of the 
Virgin (a rich interior), Pentecost (a triptych), Celebration of the 
Mass, The Last Supper, The Day of Judgment, Christ Victorious.

*,* A VERY INTERESTING ENGLISH MS. with good miniatures and deco- 
rations of an unusual character. It has a very full Calendar, and 
was probably executed for the Diocese of Lincoln. An obit of 
THOMAS PENCHIN, 1470, occurs in the Calendar for October, and on 
the first leaf of Calendar is an old inscription, “ Liber Johannis 
Pullani ex dono Richardi Bellases.” A Reformation hand has erased 
the entry for the Translation of St. Thomas of Canterbury, and also 
the word “ Pope” wherever it occurs. The Penchin family seem to 
have belonged to North Northants, and the Pullens and Bellasyes 
were old Yorkshire families. The subjects represented are The 
Agony, Betrayal, Coronation of the Virgin, Scourging of Christ, 
Bearing the Cross, Crucifixion, Entombment, Death of the Virgin, 
Day of Judgment, Funeral Service, Resurrection of the Dead, Christ 
rising from the Tomb, and SS. Jerome, John Baptist, Christopher, 
and Anna.

The subjects of the large miniatures are The Annun- 
ciation (a gorgeous canopy interior), The Crucifixion, The Trinity 
(the Deity holding dead Christ), Pentecost (interior, Virgin and 
Apostles seated with books), Day of Judgment, and Christ’s Triumph. 
The large historiated initial miniatures are chiefly occupied by 
Scenes in the Life of Christ and the Virgin; the heads in some of 


the others may represent members of the family for whom the MS. 
was executed.

Offerings of the Magi, procession of the Wise Men led by a soldier 
in armour, below ; Presentation in-the Temple, procession below ; 
Flight into Egypt, massacre of Innocents by soldiers in armour, 
below; Death of the Virgin, her Assumption below ; Crucifixion, 
Christ bearing the cross below ; Pentecost, dove in nimbus below ; 
David Praying, in full armour, slaying of Goliath below ; Job and 
his Friends, trois morts et trois vifs below. At the end is an appa- 
rently contemporary full-page miniature of “ The Host of Dijon,” 
with 9 ll. of MS. in later French hands, relating to the subject. The 
MS. appears to have been executed somewhere near Dijon in central 
France for a family named Millet, whose armorial bearings occur 
several times in the borders. In 1700 the MS. belonged to Du 
Tilliot, author of the Wémoires sur la Féte des Fous.

The 
miniatures are all of the same dimensions, all except one illuminated, 
without text on the reverses; the exception being the fine one of the 
ANNUNCIATION which is in camaieu gris in the style of FRA ANGELICO. 
The RaIsinc oF LAZARUS, the DEATH OF THE VIRGIN, and ST. CHRIS- 
TOPHER are also remarkable. The subjects of the miniatures in the 
order in which they occur in this volume are the following: THE 
TRINITY (slightly sotled, as is the page before it); RAISING OF LAZARUS, 
a Christian church in background ; PENTECOST, a very fine interior ; 
GROUP OF SAINTS in various costumes (Horae de Omnibus Sanctis) ; 
SACRAMENT OF THE EUCHARIST; CRUCIFIXION, fine group with 
diapered background; VIRGIN AND CHILD adored by Angels; ST. 
MICHAEL SLAYING THREE DEMONS, diapered background with two 
trees; SS.

It was taken to the River Plate by D. Fray Pedro de la Torre, 
the first Spanish Bishop there, in 1855; and according to Dr. Satur- 
nino Segurola, the owner in 1800, had been in possession of successive 
Bishops until it came into his hands.

The two large coloured portraits of 
Louis XVI and Marie Antoinette at the commencement are among.

Another portrait of the king is supplemented by a vignette 
of his execution, apparently engraved shortly after the event.
